(1) The subject matter of claim 2 does not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1-4 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 (paragraph [0014]), document 2 (paragraph [0020]), document 3 ([Table 1] in paragraph 
[0009]) and document 4 (paragraph [0023]) respectively describe a liquid fuel for internal combustion engines, 
containing an alcohol with 2 to 6 carbon atoms, hydrocarbon components and methanol. 

(2) The subject matters of claims 1 and 3 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step m view of 
documents 1-6 cited in the ISR. 

Documents 1-4 respectively describe a liquid fuel for internal combustion engines, containing an alcohol 
with 2 to 6 caibon atoms, hydrocarbon components and methanol. The water content is not stated in documents 
1-4, but as described in documents 5 and 6, hydrocarbon components and alcohols usually contain slight 
amounts of water. 

(3) The subject matter of claim 4 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-8 cited in 
the ISR. / 

A person skilled in flie art could have, as reqmred, used ether components (documents 7 and 8) together 
in a liquid fuel for internal combustion engines. 
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
